‘ getting by the drill stem and collar twisted off in the hole at
9500 feet, The side-tracking job was one of the most difficult
ever undertaken in the field. The well yesterday was down
about 2700 feet.

The
atter, however, has not lived up
to expectations and is now making
only about 250 barrels. No. 5 off-
sets the Hub’s Smith No. 1, now
being deepened, and it looks very
much as though Torrance No. b
‘should have been drilled one or
two hundred feet deeper. It was
put down to 3614 feet, The gravity
of the oil is around twenty-seven,
TPorrance No. 3, which has been on
production for several months
hovers around 500 - barrels. The
gravity is a little better than
twenty-eight. Because of the
steady improvement that has been
shown in all the wells as they
have come east, it was confidently
believed that Torrance No. 5 would
be far better than the others. Four
unsuccessful cement jobs in Tor-
rance No. 4 delayed its porduction

several weeks.
The Chanslor-Canfield Midway
0Oil Company has two more wells

on the same lease that are about to
be cemented off in the oil sand.
One of the wells, Torrance No. 6
offsetting the Hub's Frier No. 1
on the north side of 216th street,
is down about 3100 feet and Tor-
rance No. 7, on the south side of
Carson street and two locations
east of Torrance No. 5, is just be-
low the 3200 foot level

The crew ‘'on the Hub's Smith No.
1 s stibb-fishing for the drill stem
twisted off in the holé two—weeks
ago while deepening the well, This
well is being watched closely be-
cause it is believed that by going
down to 3700, or 3800 feet the
drillers will rget a production of
1200 or 1500 barrels a day of
high gravity oil. The Hub's Frier

No. 1 is still standing idle waiting
for machinery. Rotary equipment
is now being installed in the first
well on the Hub's Vista Highland
lease on the north side of Carson
street, which must be spudded in
by June 16, but as vet no ma-
chinery has been put in the rig
offsetting the Standard Torrance
Community No. 3.
